Pcsaro and Mace- 
rate, and according* to shi;edded bits 
of information property damage is 
heavy in all three provinces. 


Among the towns that suffered the 


greatest loss of life, the largest list of 
injuries and the heaviest property 
damage are Arezzo. Revenna, Frad- 
criano, Frano, 
Magerota, Morozzo. 


Faenza and Borazzo. 


Communication lines were restored 


to some of the quake-ridden towns 
late today. 


The quake area extends for many 


miles along the Adriatic coast. It is 
reported that the whole Italian penin- 
sula felt the shock.

last night when he heard the sound 
of a horn. The dog then began a se- 
ries of -wails that brought the father 
and brother of the dead man to his 
body, at the foot of a large tree. 


The gun had been discharged, only 


one shell having exploded. 
Blood 


stains in the tree proved the theory 
that Steed had been up in the tree. 


Steele was a farmer and coal min- 


e'.'. He left his home at 1. o'clock to 
hunt squirrels, telling his wife he 
would return by 4 o'clock to go td 
work. When he did not return, his 
father, D. F. Steele and his brother, 
Ira, were notified. 


They found Steele's automobile by 


the sid,e of the 'highway and when 
they began to blow their horn they 
heard the barks of the dog.
